SUBJECT: LABOR PARTY SHADOW FOREIGN SECRETARY 
TO VISIT EASTERN EUROPE 

1 . LABOR PARTY SHADOW FOREIGN SECRETARY JAMES 
CALLAGHAN PLANS TO VISIT HUNGARY, ROMANIA, AND 
BULGARIA IN JULY. THE TRIP HAS NOT BEEN ANNOUNCED 
TO THE PRESS YET, BUT LABOR PARTY OFEICIALS TELL US 
CALLAGHAN WILL BE INTERESTED IN GATHERING EAST 
EUROPEAN VIEWS ON CSCE AND MBER. 

2. WHEN PLANS FOR THE TRIP WERE BEING DISCUSSED, 

THE NATIONAL EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OE THE LABOR PARTY 
DELIBERATELY DECIDED NOT TO INCLUDE PRAGUE IN 
CALLAGHAN' S ITINERARY BECAUSE OF LINGERING RESENTMENT 
OVER THE EVENTS OF 1968. MEANWHILE, WE ARE TOLD, 

THE CZECH AMBASSADOR HAS RENEWED WITH SOME INSISTENCE 
AN INVITATION OF TWO YEARS' STANDING TO HAROLD WILSON 
TO VISIT CZECHOSLOVAKIA. AT PRESENT READING, WILSON 
IS UNLIKELY TO ACCEPT ANYTIME SOON. 
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
